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VITAL STATISTICS. 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 8. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of 
the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge, 
showing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, the name, age, birthplace, occupation and 
residence (including the street number, if any) of each 
parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name of the 
physician or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. 
If the child is illegitimate, the name of and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be set forth except upon 
written request of both the father and mother. Said physi- 
cian or officer shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail 
or deliver to the clerk or register of the town where such 
birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein above re- 
quired to be shown on said record and also the said written 
request, if any; provided, that if said report is not so made 
within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or 
oiticer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of 
the birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in 
a city, and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a 
certificate of the town clerk stating that any such birth has 
been duly reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physi- 
cian or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so re- 
ported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty- 
five dollars. 
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Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such births, shall furnish the same upon 
request of the clerk of the town where such child was born 
or its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. 
Such member or servant refusing to furnish euch facts 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such child is born. Every 
householder in whose house a death occurs and the oldest 
next of kin of a deceased person in the town where the death 
occurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause notice there- 
of to be given to the board of health.

FOR THE YEAR ENDED DECEMBER 31, 1946. 


During the year of 1946, the Park Commissioners were 
successful in obtaining the services of Mr. F. C. Minor as 
swimming instructor at the bath house. That this was a de- 
cided improvement over the conditions which had existed dur- 
ing the war years is indicated by the fact that 137 children 
successfully passed the various courses, and the number at- 
tending the classes was especially large. The following table 
gives the classes and numbers who passed the various tests:

During the year, the attendance was 8,282, of which 4,055 
were girls and 4,227 were boys. 


No radical changes or alterations have been made during 
the past year, or are expected to be made during the coming 
year, in the physical structure of the bathhouse. The beach 
is kept as clean as possible, and sand is replaced whenever 
the conditions warrant such action. 


The tennis courts were enclosed late in the year. Through 
material difficulties, the contractors were unable to maintain 
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the schedule originally set. The wire screening is now in 
place, and should serve to separate the courts much more than 
has heretofore been possible, as well as to eliminate some of 
the danger from baseballs rolling on the court or hitting the 
players. 


Because of the difficulties of obtaining the necessary 
labor and the fact that the Park Commissioners have been un- 
able to obtain the necessary technical and professional advice, 
no attempt was made to actively begin a long-range campaign 
to farm the woodlands, including the cleaning up of the lots 
under the jurisdiction of the Park Commissioners. Plans are 
under discussion and steps are being taken to make the wood- 
lots productive, to decrease the fire hazard to the lowest pos- 
sible point, and to make them thoroughly enjoyable by the 
citizens of the town.

No pupil may enter the first grade unless he will be six 
years old on or before October first. 


No pupil may enter the kindergarten unless he will be five 
years old on or before October first. 


When a child first enters the public schools of the town 
he must present a birth certificate and a vaccination certifi- 
cate. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of any 
contagious disease shall not return to school unless he has se- 
cured from the attending physician or the school physician a ~ 
health certificate stating that all danger of contagion is over. 


The No-School Signal is 2-2-2-2. When the No-School 
signal is sounded at 7.30 A. M., it closes all the schools for the 
day. When the No-School signal is sounded at 12.30 P. M., 
it closes the elementary schools for the afternoon. An effort 
will be made to have the signal announced also on radio sta- 
tions WTAG and WBZA. The No-School signal will be re- 
served for unusually stormy days when it appears that it will 
be dangerous for the health and safety of a large proportion 
of the pupils to attend school. There will be some stormy days 
when the parents must determine whether it is safe for their 
own children to attend school.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


The librarian respectfully submits the sixty-first annual 
report. 


Library activities have proceeded along the usual lines 
during the past year. A noticeable trend in the adult depart- 
ment is the increased circulation of books of a _ technical 
nature. Also the reading of non-fiction has increased, the 
same being true of the use of the reading and reference 
rooms. 


The South Hopedale branch has carried out its regular 
program of furnishing books and magazines to patrons living 
at a distance from the main library. The librarian, Miss 
Caldwell, who generously allows the use of part of her home 
for storage and circulation, reports on the steady use of her 
collection. 


Friends of the library have given of their time and ex- 
perience in passing judgment on 76 fiction books as to their 
value for purchase. 


In April the Community House Camera Club provided an 
exhibit of members’ work in the library that attracted much 
favorable attention. 


The librarians arranged a Risplay of new books suitable 
for Christmas gifts at the December meeting of the Commun- 
ity House Woman’s Club as well as for the pre-holiday meet- 
ing of the Alliance. 


Work with the schools continues to be an important part 
of the library program. High school pupils use the reference 
rooms continually as well as the special collection reserved for 
their supplementary reading. In the grades pupils have made 
a good record in reading for the State certificates. The 
youngest group to read such approved lists, the Park Street 
fourth grade, is now making exceptional progress in their 
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work. Sixteen girls and boys, most of whom had gained honor 
certificates, made a literary-historical pilgrimage in July 
under library auspices. Visits to the Wayside Inn and places 
of interest in Concord in a chartered bus made much of their 
reading ‘“‘come alive” besides providing a day of pleasant 
memories. 


Again the library has been enriched by gifts. Mrs. B. 
H. Biistow Draper, Sr., gave valuable non-fiction books as 
well as many volumes of the always needed fiction. Mr. 
Charles A. Forster presented a small library of books and 
pamphlets valuable to cost accountants. Other welcome dona- 
tions are listed elsewhere. Such gifts make it possible for 
the library to renew its background collection and also to share 
with other libraries its duplicate copies. The following is a 
list of agencies to which books have been sent, all of whom 
have gratefully acknowledged the volumes received:
